The ComiBissiou aud its Fruits. 



Io so far as tbo rosult of the labours 
of tho Joint High Commission which 
rooontly BBt at Washington can bo 
gathered from dispatchoa received, wo 
mast confess to a fooling of disappoint- 
ment. With tho proposed modo of ad- 
justing tho Alabama and other claims 
arising out of the late torrible civil war, 
wo havo no disposition to find fault, If 
tho arrangement meets the Imperial ap- 
probation thoro ib no partionlar reason 
for colonial dissatisfaction. If the Lon. 
don Times is content the British Colonist 
has no dosiro to play tho malcontent. 
But tho case is far diQ'oront when 
other matters rolegated to tho Com- 
missions — matters whioh concern tho 
youug empire of North America far more 
uoaiiy than they do tho parent empire 
— coma to bo con6idored. In so far ae 
tho adjustment or propoBud adjustment 
of the San Juan disputo is concerned, 
the information is almost too v:iguo and 
iniporfoot to form tho basiB of remark. 
Nor is the laconic announcement that 
tho proposed mode of settling this ques- 
tion is regarded with satisfaction by 
tho Ti?ncs calculated to holp us to a 
satisfactory conclusion. Tbo San Juan 
disputo belongs to that class of questions 
respecting which it may be said the 
lanes ' knows little and cares loss.» The 
gratuitous piece of information that ' the 
Unitod States Qovornmont has in its 
bands muoh documentary ovideuco in 
support of its pretentions not horotoforo 
made uso of and is confident that it has 
the best of reasons to assure its pos> 
sosHion of San Jaan Island ' Is not 
ontitlod to much consideration, coming, 
as it duos, from Amorican sources ; yet, 
under all tho cireurnatanooB, and iu 
. view of the great importance to Canada 
of the possession of that Island, one 
oannot altogether keep down a 
fouling of uneasiness. Of course, if 
the Duitod States should suc- 
ceed in making out a good case thero 
should be no <lesiro to get what does not 
justly belong to us ; but ono oanuut 
help fen ring that tho Imperial Govern- 
ment, underrating tho importance of 
tho Island in question, and looking 
anxiously t^ an amicable sotthmout of 
matters of apparently greator concern- 
ment to the parou: empire, may be t >o 
much disposed to throw in such little mat- 
ters, as mere odds and ends. True, no 
man should bo boitor able to grasp the 
question in its largest phase of empire 
than Sir John A Mncdonald; and his pre- 
sence on tho Commission, it was hoped, 
would bo a sort of guarantee tout the in- 
terests of tho Dominion would not be 
lightly considered. But, thou, it must 
bo remembered that ho was only one- 
had only one vcue. Perhaps, however, 
wo uro scarcely justified, with suob 
meagre information before u», iu giving 
way to theso gloomy forebodings, When 
we come to the question of tho fisheries, 
tho dispatch is characterised by a littlo 
mure perspicuity. It would appear to 
bo intend.od that tho sea fishing grounds 
of the Duminion— including those of 
tbo two Atlantic Provinces still without 
tho pale of tho Dominion, although 
JSowloundlund is not named in the dis- 
patch — are to be absolutely as free to the 
cilizous of the United States as to sub- 
jects of Q real Britain, with the unim- 
portant exception of tho right to take 
shell fish. Anil what is Canada 
to receive as an equivalont for 
a concession c! hucIi enormous, almost 
incalculable value f A free market in 
tho United States for her fish, and tbo 
same liberty to tub iu Amoricau waters 
on the Eastern coast, north of tho 
39th parallol of latitude. Tho writer 
of tho disputoh naivly remarks, 1 The 
privilegoi thus oonoedod to tho Unitod 
States are most important ones ;' and, 
as if under a feeling of romorso for bar- 
tering away a heritage bo noble as the 
Canadian fisheries, the British Commis- 
sioners appear to have made some sort 
of a stipulation thai if Canada gives 
more than she «ets she is to bo paid tho 
difference 1 Want Canada gois is I 
comparatively .rifling value. To fish in 
American waters sh') could have littlo 
or no desire. She already sold fully 
one-huli of her fish to tho Americans, 
and it was no less the ir interest than 
hers to got more and cheaper fish; hut, 
having equal rights and laoilities with 
tho subjects of Great Britain to fish in 
Canadian waters, tho Americana will 
catch their fish irif-tead of buying thorn 
from tho Canadians. They will subrtti- 
tuto u Btool hook for a silver oae, and 
will thus booumo wurso, instead ol 
bettor, customers of the Dominion. Ac- 
cording to the information boloru us the 
arrangement in respeot to the fisheries, 
unsatisfactory and oue-sided as it would 
appear to be, does not extend to tho 
Pacific ; but it is diffioull to bolievo 
suob to bo tho case. Tho question of 
navigation appears to have been settled iu 
a very off-iaod way. The St Lawronoe 
with Us gigantio canal syntcm — which 
tho Americans cannot woil get on w th- 
out — is to bo thrown open, und, in re- 
turn, certain Amorican rivers — which 
tho Canadians euro little about — aro 
also to be free This is, however, B 
matter which scarcely calls fur remark, 
inasmuch us tho Americans have never 
coased to enjoy tho St Luwroneo and 
its cunol system, the Message ol their 
Chief Magistrate to the contrary not- 
withstanding, L inking ut lIio wholo 
subject from a Canadian standpoint, 
thero appears to be no ground for self" 
jfratulation. Tho Canadian Rebellion 
and Fenian claims, about which Sir A T 
Gull mudo such n splurgo last year ap- 



pear to havo been wholly ignorod. It 
is proposed to give away fishery rights 
and navigation advantages whioh ought 
to have formed a lever sufficiently 
powerful to open tho Unitod States 
ports to every Canadian production ; 
and it appears extremely problematic 
wbothor tho koy to tho wosttirn gate 
of tho Dominion will not go with the 
fish_ It is not altogether insignificant 
that tho work of tbo Commission is 
favorably regarded at Washington, 
and that its prompt ratification at tbe bauds 
ol iho Senate is anticipator]. Nor is it sur- 
prising, on the other hand, that it should be 
condemned by Newfoundland. Assuming the 
substantial correctness of our information, 
we venture tho prediction that the disposi- 
tion of the fisheries question will not bB ac- 
quiesced in by the Canadian Parliament.. 
Looliirg ut tho whole subject front a BrlliBB 
Columbian standpoint, the aspect it soarcoly 
more encournging. The urraogemaot knooka 
awuy the last hope of getting a reoiprooity 
troaiy ; and if it really be io that the treaty 
does not include tbe fnhing grounds on 'hie 
coust, it will not, of oourso, open tbe Ame- 
rican markets to our fisb; bo that British 
Columbia will be cut of} without a shilling, 
and will possibly have a foreign fortress on 
San Juan looking down upon bur capital and 
Irowoing upon her commerce. There is at 
least some ooneolatioo in tho reflection that 
tbe treaty can have do force aolil endorsed 
by tbe Parliaments ol Canada and tbe two 
Atlantic Provinces. Let us bopo, bowavor, 
that what purports to be 'an official atute--. 
ment of the result of the labors of tha Join; 
High Commission' is aftar all notbiDg more 
than tho concoction of a Washington cones* 
pendent of somo enierpiiBing New York 
journal. 

Register! Register ! I 

Wednesday was (he first day of registration; 
end in again urging upon tbe people the per- 
formance of this duty we would poiat out one 
or two tacts respecting which some misappre- 
hension may possibly exist. Ia tho first place, 
we desire to improsj upon all the importance 
of caretuluoss regarding the correctness of the 
declaration, as a falso oae is misdemeanour un« 
dor the Act. It is not neceisary that the appli. 
caat should appear personally before the Col- 
lector. He may send either by the hand or a 
mossenger or by mail for the necessary blank 
forms, (the Application and the Declaration,) 
fill them up and return them to tbe 
Collector within the allottod period — between 
the 10th May and tho 10th June. The only 
payment to be made is SO cents, being the 
price of the two blank forms ; and we take 
occasion to remark that it might have been si 
well had no such charge beeo imposed, as the 
Guverntnoat mi^hl well have supplied forms 
gratuitously which could not hare cost 
more than a fraction of a cent. But the use 
of tho printed forms is not made obligatory. 
Tbo applicant may, if he prefers it, write out 
both ttie Application and the Declaration, aud 
for tho convenience of those who may dosiro 
to adopt this course we publish the 
forms in another column. It will tbas 
be seen that the work of registration doel not 
necessarily involve a personal visit to thi 
Collector's office. Personal presence at the 
Court of Revision, in tbe event of an application 
being objected to, will be necessary : but in 
that case duo not ce will have to be given. 
The Collector's duty ia to receive all applies* 
tior.8 for registration. He has no discretion- 
ary nower to reject any. That is tho sols 
prerogative of tho Court of Revision. It will be 
scarcely necessary to point out wbat must be 
sufficiently obvious, viz., thai any person who 
may happen to be at a distance from homo or 
from tbo District in which the qualification 
in respect of which it ia proposed to vote may 
be Bituated,need not thereby beprovented from 
sending in bis application. For instance, any 
one proposing to qualify to vote In tbe Cari- 
boo District, but now present in this city, may 
obtain from the nearest Collector tho necessary 
bKnk forms, fill and B'gn the same and send 
them by mail to the Collector In Cariboo. If 
there should he more than one Collector in 
the District tbe application should be Bent to 
tbo one nearest the property upon which tbe 
applicant claims to vote. These few simple 
directions and an houest purpose on the pari 
of the voter will suffice to guide the enquiring 
in tha path of duty and of safety. Need it be 
remarked that to bo registered is an edaential 
qualification to he elected 7 A few words by 
way of a reminder as to who are qualified to 
register and, consequently, to vote under the 
new Act, may not bo altogether out of place 
here : — Every male of tho full ago of iwenty- 
one yearn, not being subject to the usual dis- 
qualifications, being entitled within the Colony 
to tbo privileges of a naturaUborn Britieb 
subject and being able to read English, or, if a 
natural burn British subject being able to 
read tbo language of his country,, having rei 
sided in this Colony for Bix months previoui 
to tho registration of electors, who shall have 
a freehold estate in possession situated within 
the ElectoralDiatriot In which his vole is to be 
given, of the clear value ol two hundred and fifty 
dollars above all charges and incumbrances 
affecting the Mime, or shall have a leasehold 
estate in possession, situated within the Elec- 
tor al Diet rict.of the annual valuo of lorty dollars 
above all charges and incumbrances affoctiug 
the same, or shall be a householder within 
such District, occupying any house, warehouse, 
eounting-house, oflico, shop or other building 
or premises of the clear annual value of forty 
dollars, or shall pay lor lodging tho Bum ol 
forty dollars annually, or for board and Iodg* 
nig the sum of two hundred dollars annually 
within suob District, or who shall hold a duly 
recorded preemption claim to not lesi than 
ono hundred acres of land within such Dis- 
trict, o.' a free raiuiuji license upon which a 
claim has been duly rocorded within such Dis- 
trict. Where any freehold citato or any lands 
and tenements are jointly owuod, held or oc- 
cupied by moro than one person, each of lucb 
joint owneia, holders, or oneupiers shall bo 
entitled to bo registered aa an olector and to 
rote, piovided the vnlae of his individual 
share or interost in tho said freehold estate or 
landu and tenements would, under tho provi- 
sions of Iho Act, entitle him to bo placed upon 
tho L !

Easiero States. 

Washington, May 10— This morning tho 
['resident signod a treaty of friendship and 
commerce just negotiated between tho United 
States and San Salvador}. 

The reading of the treaty with England has 
created a good impression, and indicatlsns 
are that it will bo ratified. The majority in 
iu the Senate are in favor of removing tho 
secrecy, so that the troatj may now be made 
public, and this would have ,been tbe result 
bad the question been pressed to the vote. 
It may come up in session on Friday, to which 
time the Senate has adjourned. 

The Territorial Legislature for Columbia 
will meet for tbe first timo on Monday next. 

The Senate went into Executive Session at a 
few minutes after 1 o'clock to-day. Tno first 
thing dono was reading the treaty, which oc- 
cupied about one hour. Cameron mado a 
brief amendment to tho effect that tho treaty 
was honorable to both couutrics and negoti- 
ated in the interest of peace. He hoped 
therefore that it would receive tho approval of 
the Senate and suggested that it be givon to 
tbe press. To this several senators interposed 
objections as they could soe no reason for 
departi ng from tho uniform prac ice of the 
Senate. Sumner is reported as havu said he 
did not approve of some portions of the treaty 
and thought they should ho amended. Ue,liko 
Oanieron, thought the public should be fur 
uished with a lull text of the treaty in 'order 
that thoy might fully understand the provi 
sions ia advance of Us final pajaage by the 
Senato. IU was of opinion tbat tho claims 
ofUrili.sh subjects should aot have been in- 
corporated in tbo tronty ai they grew out of 
things done on the part of tVreat llritain itself 
duriug tbe war. and that tbey would not have 
been admitted if decided opposition bad been 
expressed by our own commissioners The 
simple and better plan wouid huve been to 
make a fair bill. for the Alabama and kindrnd 
depredations, but he would not now ash its 
piyment in way of exemplary or vindictive 
damages, as other matters might afterwards 
be adjusted. He did not however indicate 
whether ho would vote for or against the 
treaty, as he had not yet had time to examine 
all its features, some of which were of an 
important national obaraotor.
